3. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 1, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach the cooling system controller is further operable to select one or more 
cooling parameters for adjusting cooling system performance, the selection by 
lookup of the component identification code from the cooling system parameter 
table. 

As per claim 11, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach looking up cooling system parameters associated with the component 
identification code from a table stored on the information handling system. 

As per claim 18, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach an operating curve selector interfaced with the fan controller and operable 
to obtain component identification information from the one or more components 
and to select an operating curve associated with the component identification 
information for use by the fan controller.
